The President’s Message on 
Hawaiian Affairs 


Bears Heavily on the Last 
Administration,

BUT NOW THE QUEEN BALKS. 


The Reason Given Why Minister Willis Did 
Not Make His Instructions Public—Mr. 
Cleveland Promises to Co-oper- 
ate With Congress. 


Ry Telearanh to Toe Tim-s. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The following message 
was sent to Congress today: 

To the Senate and Hows o° Representatives: 

In my recent annual message to Con- 
gress I briefly referred to our rela- 
tions with Hawaii, and expressed the 
intention of transmitting further in- 
formation on the subject when addi- 
tional advices permitted. Though I 
am not able to now report a definite 
change in the actual situation, I am 
convinced that the difficulties lately 
created both here and in Hawali, and 
now standing in the way of a solution, 
through executive action, of the prob- 
lem presented, render it proper and ex- 
pedient that the matter should be re- 
ferred to the broader authority and 
discretion of Congress, with a full ex- 
planation of the endeavor thus far 
made to deal with the emergency, and 
a statement of the considerations which 
have governed my actions. 

I suppose right and justice should 
‘determine the path to be followed in 
treating this subject. If national hon- 
esty is to be disregarded and a desire 
for territorial extension, or dissatis- 
faction with a form of government 
not our own is to regulate our con- 
duct, I have entirely misapprehended 
the mission and character of our gov- 
ernment, and the behavior which the 
conscience of our people demands of 
their public servants. 

When the present administration en- 
tered upon its duties, the Senate had 
under consideration a treaty providing 
for the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands to the territory of the United 
States. Surely, under our Constitution 
and laws, the enlargement of our lim- 
its is a manifestation of the highest 
attribute sovereignty, and, if entered 
upon as an executive act, all things re- 
lating to the transactions should be 
clean and free from suspicion. Addi- 
tional importance is attached to this 
peculiar treaty of annexation, because 
it contemplated a departure from un- 
broken American tradition in providing 
for the addition to our territory of 
islands of the sea more than two thou- 
sand miles removed from our nearest 
coast. These considerations might not of 
themselves call for interference with the 
completion of the treaty entered .upon 
by the previous administration, but it 
appeared from documents accompany- 
ing the treaty when submitted to the 
Senate, that the ownership of Hawaii 
was tendered us by the provisional 
government, set up to succeed the con- 
stitutional ruler of the islands who had 
been dethroned, and it did not appear 
such provisional government had the 
sanction of either a popular revolution 
or suffrage. 

HE WOULD TAKE TIME, 

Two other remarkable features of the 
transaction naturally attracted atten- 
tion. One was the extraordinary 
haste, not to say precipitancy, charac- 
terizing all transactions connected with 
the treaty. It appeared as if the so- 
called Committee of Safety, ostensibly 
the source of revolt against the consti- 
tutional government of Hawaii, was 
organized on Saturday, the 14th day 
of January; that on Monday, the 16th, 
the United States forces were landed 
at Honolulu from a naval vessel lying 
in its harbor; that on the 17th 
the scheme of a provisional gov- 
ernment was perfected, and a »roc- 
lamation naming its officers was on 
the same day prepared, whereupon the 
United States Minister recognized the 
provisional government thus created; 
that two days afterward, on the 19th 
day of January, commissioners repre- 
senting. such government sailed for 
this country in a steamer especially 
chartered for the occasion, arriving in 
San Francisco on the 28th day of Jan- 
uary, and in Washington on the 3d day 
of February; that the next day they 
hed their first interview with the Secre- 
tary of Stateand another on the llth, 
when the treaty annexing the islands 
was practically agreed upon, and that on 
the 14th it was tormally concluded, and 
on the 15th transmitted to the Senate. 
Thus between the initiation of the 
scheme for a provisional government 
in Hawali on the Mth day of Jan- 


uary, and the submission to the Sen- 
ate of the treaty of annexation, con- 


cluded with such government, the en- 
tire interval was thirty-two days, fif- 
teen of which were spent by the Ha- 
waiian commissioners in their journey 
to Washington. 

In the next place, upon the face of 
the paper submitted with the treaty, it 
clearly appeared that there was open 
and undetermined an issue of fact of 
the most vital importance. The mes- 
sage of the President accompanying 
the treaty declared that the overthrow 
of the monarchy was not in any way 
promoted by this government, and in 
a letter to the President from the Sec- 
retary of State, also submitted to the 
Senate with the treaty, the following 
passage occurred: “At the time the 
provisional government took possession 
of the government buildings, no troops 
or. officers of the United States were 
present or took any part whatever in 
the proceedings. No public recognition 
was accorded to the provisional gov- 
ernment by the United States Minister 
until after the Queen's abdication, and 
when they were in effective possession 
of the government buildings, archives, 
treasury, barracks, police station, and 
all potential machinery of the govern- 
ment.”’ 

WHAT HE CONCEIVED. 

But a protest also accompanied the 
said treaty, signed by the Queen and 
her Ministers at the time she made 
way for the provisional government, 
which explicitly stated that she yield- 
ed to the superior force of the United 
States, whose Minister had caused the 
United States troops to be landed at 
Honolulu, and had declared that he 
would support such provisional govern- 
ment. The truth or falsity of this pro- 
test was surely of the first importance. 
If true, nothing but the concealment 
of its truth could induce our govern- 
ment to negotiate with the semblance 
of government thus created, nor could 
a treaty resulting from the acts stated 
in the protest have been knowingly 
deemed worthy of consideration by the 
Senate. Yet the truth or falsity of 
the protest had not been investigated. 
I conceived it to be my duty, there- 
fore, to withdraw the treaty from the 
Senate for examination, and, meanwhile, 
to cause an accurate, full and impar- 
tial investigation to be made of the 
facts attending the subversion of the 
constitutional government of Hawaii, 
and the installment, in its place, of a 
provisional government, 

I selected for the work of investiga- 
tion Hon. James H. Blount of Geor- 
gia, whose service of eighteen years 
as a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and ‘whose experience as 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs in that’ body, and his consequent 
familiarity with international topics, 
joined with his high character and 
honorable reputation, seemed to ren- 
der him péculiarly “fitted for the du- 
ties intrusted to him. His report, de- 
tailing his action, under the _ instruc- 
tions given him, and the conclusions 
derived from his investigation, accom- 
pany this message. These conclusions 
do not rest for thelr accevtanre en- 
tirely upon’ Blount’s: esty and abil- 
ity as a man, nor Mhis 


acumen and impartiality as an investi- 


gator. They’ are accompanied by the 
evidence upon which they are based, 
which evidence is also herewith trans- 
mitted, .and from which, it seems to 
me; no other- deductions could possi- 
bly--be--reached than those arrived at 
by the Commissioner. 

’The.réport, with its accompanying 
proofs, and such other evidence as is 
now before Congress or is herewith 
substituted, justifies, in my opinion, 
the statement that when the President 
was led to submit the treaty to the 
Senate with the declaration that the 
“overthrow of the monarchy was not in 
any way prompted by this govern- 
ment,’’ and when the Senate was in- 
duced to receive and discuss it on that 
basis, both the President and the Sen- 
ate were misled. - 

AS A PERSUADER. 

An attempt will not be made in this 
communication to touch upon all facts 
which throw light upon the progress 
and consummation of this scheme of 
annexation. A very brief and imper- 
fect reference to the facts and evidence 
at hand will exhibit tts character and 
the incidents in which it had its birth. 
It is unnecessary to set forth the rea- 
sons which, in January, 1893, led a con- 
siderable portion of the American and 
other foreign merchants and traders 
residing at Honolulu to favor annexa- 
tion of Hawaii to the United States. 
It is sufficient to note the fact and 
observe that the project was one zeal- 
ously promoted by the Minister repre- 
senting the United States in that coun- 
try. He evidently had an ardent de- 
sire that it should become a fact ac- 
complished by his agency and during 
his ministry, and was not inconven- 
iently scrupulous as to the means em- 
ployed to that end. On the 19th day 
of November, 1892, nearly two months 
before the first overt act tending to- 
ward the subversion of the Hawaiian 
government and the attempted trans- 
fer of the Hawaiian territory to the 
United States, he addressed a long let- 
ter to the Secretary of State, in which 
the case for annexation was elaborately 
argued on moral, political and economi- 
cal grounds. He refers to the loss to 
the Hawalian sugar interests from the 
operation of the McKinley bill, and the 
tendency .to still further depreciate 
sugar property unless some positive 
measure of relief is granted. He 
strongly inveighs against the existing 
Hawaiian government, and emphatic- 
ally declares for annexation. 

He says: “In truth, the monarchy 
here is an absurd anachronism. It has 
nothing on which it logically or legiti- 
mately stands. The federal basis on 
which it once stood no longer existing, 
the monarchy is only an impediment 
to good government and an abstruction 
to the prosperity and progress of the 
islands.”’ 

He further says: “As a crown colony 
of Great Britain, or a territory of the 
United States government, modifica- 
tions could be made readily and good 
administration of laws secured. The 
destiny and vast future interests of the 
United States in the Pacific clearly 
indicate who, at a distant day, may 
be responsible for the government of 
these islands. Under territorial govern- 
ment they could be as easily governed 
as any existing Territories of the 
United States. Hawaii has reached the 
parting of the ways. She must now 
take the road which leads to Asia or 
the other which outl8ts her in America, 
gives her American civilization and 
binds her to the caré of the American 
destiny.” 

He also declares: “One of two 
courses seems to me absolutely nec-

Objections Raised in 
Both Houses 


To the Policy of Secresy and 
‘All Disregard 


Of the Rights of Congress in 
Negotiations. 


The Hawaiian Muddle Promises 
a Shindig, 


Senator Hoar Wants to Hear All of It—Rep- 
resentative Boutelle Resolves—Tir. 
Cockran Also Raises a 
Point.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—The long 
looked-for message from the President 
as to the relations of this government 
and country, and the Hawaiian Islands 
was received today, and the reading 
was listened to most attentively. A 
request by Senator Chandler for the 
reading of the instructions of Willis 
led to a debate of an hour’s duration, 
and they were finally read. The mes- 
sage and accompanying documents are 
now before the Senate, the pending 
question being on the motion of Sena- 
tor Hoar to refer them to the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. 

The reading of the message was con- 
cluded at 1 p.m., and Senator Chandler 
called for the redaing of the instruc- 
tions to Minister Willis. The first doc- 
ument was the instructions of Secretary 
Gresham to Willis, dated October 138, 
1893, marked “Confidential.” The first 
paragraph of the letter had just been 
read when Senator Butler suggested 
that time would be saved by having 
the communication presented instead 
of read. An hour’s debate followed, 
participated in by many Senators. 

Senator Allison finally said he had a 
right to have read every paper sent in 
by the President, in pursuance of the 
resolution of the Senate, and thereupon 
moved that the instructions be read. 

Mr. Butler withdrew his motion to 
refer to committee, and the Vice-Presi- 
dent ordered the instructions to -be 
read. 

Senator Faulkner did not agree with 
the judgment of the members of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations that 
the papers should be read, but did not 
object to unanimous consent. 

Senator Hoar moved that the mes- 
sage and accompanying documents be 
printed and referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, the motion, un- 
der rule, to go over until tomorrow. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Senator Mitchell introduced a bill 
prohibiting racing in the District of 
Columbia. 

Senator Morgan introduced a joint 
resolution creating a committee to con- 
sist of three Senators and three Repre- 
sentatives, to examine into and report 
upon the condition of the maritime ca- 
nal of Nicaragua. The resolution au- 
thorizes the committee to visit Nicara- 
gua. The resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Contingent Expenses 
with the request for speedy action. 

Senator Peffer introduced a bill pro- 
viding funds for immediate use in re- 
lieving want and distress in the coun- 
try. 

Senator Dolph, in accordance with 
the notice previously given, addressed 
the Senate on the President's annual 
message, in an elaborate and carefully- 
prepared speech, against the abandon- 
ment of the protective system of the 
United States. 

HOUSE.—A fight over the Hawaiian 
matter in the House followed fast and 
furious on the heels of the reading of 
the message which was delayed on ac- 
count of the pension debate until 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The first skirmish oceurred over the 
question of reading the instructions to 
Minister Willis, which was insisted 


upon by Representative Boutelle. The 
House finally agreed to this. Imme- 
diately after the conclusion of the 


reading, Mr. Boutelle renewed his as- 
sault by bringing forward a resolution 
declaring the administration's policy 
inconsistent with the spirit of the Con- 
stitution and the traditions of the gov- 
ernment. Great excitement reigned, 
and in the confusion Mr. Boutelle 
failed to follow up his parliamentary 
advantages, and was ruled out of or- 
der. 

A resolution of Representative Cock- 
ran for appointment of a committee of 
seven to investigate the alleged inva- 
sion of the territorial integrity of the 
United States by the last administra- 
tion also went down under the retal- 
‘atory objection of Mr. Boutelle. The 
confusion was so great that the ser- 
geant-at-arms was called in to preserve 
order. Adjournment was caused by the 
lack of a quorum on a motion to go 
into committee. Party feeling ran very 
high at the close of the session, and 
there is no doubt that the struggle will 
be continued as soon as opportunity 
offers in the House tomorrow. 

The resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Boutelle was as follows: 

“Whereas, the executive communica- 
tions just read to the House clearly 
dechre that the rights and dignity of 
the House of Representatives, as a 
co-ordinate branch of Congress, have 
been invaded by the executive depart- 
ment, in furnishing secret instructions 
to the Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States, to conspire with the 
representatives of a deposed and dis- 
credited monarch, for the subversion 
and overthrow of the established re- 
publican government, to which 
he hwas accredited, and to @vhich his 
public instructions pledged the good 
faith and sympathy of the President, 
government and people of the United 
States: therefore, 


“Resolved, it is the sense of the House 
that any instructions by the Executive

Representative Cochran's resolution 
was as follows: 

Whereas, it appears from the mes- 
age of the President that an attempt 
has recently been made by the execu- 
tive department of the government to 
effect a change in the territorial limits 
of the United States, without any con- 
sultation with the House of Represen- 
tatives, and without making any stipu- 
lation or provision for obtaining t he 
consent of the House; and, 

Whereas, it is essential to the stabil- 
ity and safety of this government that 
the powers and duties of the Houses 
on all matters and proceedings involv- 
ing any change in the limits of the 
United States or by cession of terri- 
tory, be asserted, settled and defined, 
that they may be at all times asserted 
and defined; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that a committee of seven 
members be appointed by the Speaker 
to examine into the rights, powers, 
privileges and duties of the House of 
Representatives on all questions and 
proceedings affecting or involving the 
territorial integrity of tha United 
States and to report their conclusions as 
to the nature , extent and character of 
such right, forms and privileges and 
duties, together with such recommenda-

A Consul-General’s Remains. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The State

peeary, to be followed: Either bold\ and 
Vigorous measures for annexation or a 
"‘Sustoms union,’ an ocean cable from 
the California coast to Flonolulu, Pearl 
Harbor perpetually ceded to the United 
States, with an implied but not ex- 
presaly. stipulated American protecto- 
rate over the islands. I believe the 
former to be better; that which will 
prove much more advantageous to the 
islands, and cheapest and least embar- 
rassing in the end to the United 
States. If it was wise for the United 
States, through Secretary Marcy, 
thirty-eight years ago, to offer to ex- 
pend $100,000 to secure a treaty of an- 
nexation, it certainly cannot be chi- 
mercial. or unwise to expend $100,000 
to secure annexation in the near future. 
Today the United States has five times 
the wealth she possessed in 1854, and 
the reasons now existing for annexa- 
tion are much strongey than they 
were then. I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing the opinion with (emphasis 
that the golden hour is near at hand.” 
HE ASKED INSTRUCTIONS. 

These declarations certainly show a 
disposition. and condition of mind 
which may be usefully recalled when 
interpreting the significance of the Min- 
ister’s conceded acts, or when consid- 
ering the probabilities of such conduct 
on his part as may not.be admitted. 
In this-wiéw it seems preper to also 
quote @ letter written by the Minister 
to the Secretary of State on the 8th 
of March, 1892, nearly a year prior to 
the first step taken toward annexation. 

After stating the possibility that the 
existing government might be over- 
thrown by an orderly and peaceful rev- 
olution, Minister Stevens writes as fol- 
lows: “Ordinarily, in like circum- 
stances, the rule seems to be to limit 
the landing and movements of United 
States forces in foreign waters and do- 
minion’ exclusively to the protection of 
the United States Legation and of the 
lives and property of American citi- 
zens; but, as the relations of the United 
States té. Hawaii are exceptional, and 
as in former years the United States 
officials here took somewhat 
tiongl action in circumstances of disor- 
der, I desire to know how far the pres- 
ent ~Mmister and naval commander 
may deviate from the established inter- 
national rules and precedents in the 
contingeneies indicated in the first part 
of this dispatch.”’ 

To a minister of this temper—full of 
geal for annexation—there seemed to 
arise, in January, 1893, the precise op- 
portunity which, by timely deviation 
from established internaticral rules 
and precedents, might prove to 
successfully accomplish the great 
object in view; and we are 
quite prepared for the exultant 
enthusiasm with which, in a letter to 
the State Department, dated February 
1, 1893, he declares: ‘‘The Hawaiian 
pear is now fully ripe, and this is the 


golden hour for the United States to 1 


pluck it.’”’ 
A PROCLAMATION MANGLED. 

As-a- further illustration of the ac- 
tivity of this diplomatic representative, 
attention is called to the fact that on 
the day the above letter was written, 
apparantly unable to longer restrain 
his ardor, he issued a proclamation, 
whereby, “in the name of the United 
States,””’ he assumed protection. of the 
Hawaiian Islands, and declared the 
Said action was “‘iaken pending and 
subject to negotiations at Washington.” 
Of course, this assumption of a protec- 
torate was promptly disavowed by our. 
government, but the American flag re- 
mained over the government building 
at Honotulu, and the forces remained 
On guard until April, and after Biount’s 
scene, when both were 
removed. 

RENOUNCED FOR THE PRESENT. 
A brief statement of the occurrences 
hat led to the subversion of the con- 
Slitutional government of Hawaii in 
the interests of annexation to the 
United States will exhibit the true com- 
piexion of that transaction. On Satur- 
day, January 14, 1893, the Queen of Ha- 
wail, who had been contemplating the 

roclamation of a new constitution, 

ad, in deference to the wishes and re- 
znonstrances of her Cabinet, renounced 
the project, for the present, at least. 
Taking this relinquished purpose as a 
basis of action, the citizens of Hono- 
lulu, numbering from fifty to one hun- 
dred, mostiy resident,aliens, met in a 
private oifice, selected a se-caHed: -‘Com- 
mittee of Safety, composed of thirteen 
persons, séven of whom were foreign 
subjects, consisting of five Americans, 
one Englishman, and one German. This 
committee, though its designs were not 
revealed, had in view nothing less than 
annexation to the United States, and, 
between Saturday the 14th and the fol- 
lowing Monday, the 16th of January, 
though exactly what action was taken 
may not be clearly disclosed, they were 
certainly in communication with the 
United States Minister. On Monday 
morning, the Queen and Cabinet made 
public a proclamation, with a notice, 
which -was specially served upon the 
representatives of all foreign govern- 
ments, that any changes in the consti- 
“tution would be sought only by the 
methods provided by that instrument. 
Nevertheless, at the call, and under the 
auspices of the Committee of Safety, a 
mass-meeting of citizens was held that 
day to protest against the Queen’s al- 
leged illegal, unlawful proceedings and 
purposes. Even at this meeting, the 
Committee of Safety continued to dis- 
- guise their real purpose, and contented 
themselves with procuring the passage 
of a resolution denouncing the Queen 
and empowering the committee to de- 
vise ways and means “to secure the 
permanent maintenance of law and br- 
der, and the protection. of life, liberty 
and property in Hawaii.” 
; This meeting adjourned between 3 
and 4 o'clock in the afternoon. On the 
same day, immediately after such ad- 
journment, the committee, unwilling to 
take further steps without the co-opera- 
tion of the United States Minister, ad- 
dressed a note representing that public 
gsafetY’ was menaced and that lives and 
property were in danger, and concluded 
as follows: ‘‘We are unable to protect 
ourselves without aid,.and. therefore 
pray~for the protection of the United 
States forces.”’ 

Whatever may be thought of the 
other contents of this note, the absolute 
truth of this latter statement is incon- 
testable. 

When the note was written and de- 
livered, the committee, so far as it ap- 
pears, had neither man nor gun at its 
command, and after its delivery they 
became so panic-stricken at their po- 
sition that they sent some of their num- 

r to interview the Minister and to re- 
guest him not to land the United States 
forces till next morning, but he replied 
that the troops had been ordered and, 
Whether the committee was ready or 
mot. the landing should take place.

the. government of Hawaii or for the 
bona fide purpose of protecting the im- 
perilled lives and property of citizens of 
the United States, but there is not a 
pretense of any such consent on the 
part of the government of the Queen, 
which was, at that time, undisputed, 
and was both the de facto and de jure 
gavernment. In point of fact, the ex- 
isting government, instead of requesting 
the presence of armed forces, protested 
against ity ‘There is as little basis for 
the pretense that such forces were 
landed for the security of American life 
and property. If so, they would have 
been stationed in the vicinity of such 
property and so as to protect it instead 
of at a distance and so as to command 
the Hawaiian government building and 
the palace. 

Admiral Skerrett, the officer in com- 
mand of our naval force on the Pa- 
cific station, has frankly stated that, 
in his opinion, the location of the 
troops Was inadvisable if landed for the 
protection of American citizens whose 
residences and places of business, as 
well as the legation and consulate, 
were in a distant part of the city, but 
that the location selected was a wise 
one if the forces were landed for the 
purpose of supporting the provisional 
government. If any peril to life and 
property calling for any such martial 
array had existed, Great» Britain and 
other foreign powers interested would 
not have been behind the United 
States in activity to protect their citi- 
zens, but they made no sign in that 
direction. When these armed men 
were landed, the city of Honolulu was 
in its customary, orderly and peaceful 
condition. There was no symptom of 
riot or disturbance in any quarter, and 
men, women and children were about 
the streets as usual, and nothing va- 
ried the ordinary tranquility except the 
landing of the Boston’s marines and 
their march through the town to the 
quarters assignéd them. Indeed _ the 
fact that after having called for the 
landing of United States forces on the 
plea of danger to life and property, the 
Committee of Safety themselves re- 
quested the Minister to postpone the 
action exposed the untruthfulness of 
their representations of present peril 
to life and property. The peril they 
saw was an anticipation growing out 
of guilty intentions on their part, and 
something which, though not even ex- 
isting, they knew would certainly fol- 
low their attempt to overthrow the 
government of the Queen without the 
aid of the United States forces, 

STEVENS SOLUS. 

Thus it appears Hawaii was taken 

possession of by the . United States 


‘forces without the consent or wish of 


the government of the islands, or of 

anybody else, as far as shown, except 

the United States Minister. 
THEREFORE. 

Therefore, the military occupation of 
Honolulu by the United States on the 
day mentioned was. wholly’ with- 
out justification, either an 
occupation by consent or as an 
occupation necessitated by the 
dangers threatening American life and 
property. It must be accounted for 
in some other way and on some other 
ground, and its real motive and pur- 
pose are neither obscure nor far to see. 

The United States forces being now 
on the scene, and favorably stationed, 
the committee eng to carry out 
the original scheme. They met next 
morning, Tuesday, the li7th, perfected 
a plan of temporay government, fixed 
upon its principal officers, ten of whom 
were drawn from the thirteen members 
of the Committee of Safety; between 
i and 2 o'clock, by squads and by dif- 
ferent routes to avoid notice, and hav- 
ing first taken the precaution of ascer- 
taining whether there was any one to op- 
pose them, they proceeded to the gov- 
ernment building to proclaim the new 
government. No sign of opposition 
was manifest, and thereupon an Ameri- 
can citizen began to read a proclama- 
tion from the steps of the government 
building almost entirely without au- 
ditors. It is said that before the read- 
ing was finished quite a concourse of 
persons, variously estimated at from 
fifty to one hundred, some armed .and 
some unarmed gathered about the com- 
mittee to give them aid and confidence. 
This statement is not important since 
the one controlling factor in the whole 
affair was unquestionably the United 
States marines, who, drawn up under 
arms and with artillery in readiness 
only seventy-six yards distant, domi- 
nated the situation. 

The provisional government thus ’ 
proclaimed was, by the terms of the 
proclamation, ‘‘to exist until terms of 
union with the United States have been 
negotiated and agreed upon.” The 
United States Minister, pursuant to 
prior agreement, recognized this gov- 
ernment within an hour after the read- 
ing of the proclamation, and before 5 
o'clock, and, in answer to an inquiry’ 
on behalf of the Queen and Cabinet, 
announced he had done so. When our 
Minister recognized the provisional 
government, the only basis upon which 
it rested was the fact that the Com- 
mittee of Public Safety had in the 
manner above stated, declared it to 
exist. It was neither a government de 
facto nor de jure. That it was not in 
such possession of government prop- 
erty and agencies as entitled it to rec- 
ognition, is conclusively proved by a 
note found in the files of the legation 
at Honolulu addressed by the declared 
head of the provisional governmnt to 
Stevens, dated January 17, 1893, in 
which he acknowledges, with expres- 
sions of appreciation, the Ministers’ 


recognition of the provisional govern- } 


ment, and states that he is not yet in 
possession of the station-house, the 
place where a large number of the 
Queen’s troops were quartered, though 
‘he same had been demanded of the 
Queen’s officers in charge. 
KANAKAS VS. WHITES. 

Nevertheless, this wrongful recogni- 
tion by our Minister placed the gov- 
ernment of the Queen in a position of 
most perilous perplexity. On one hand, 


She had possession of the palace, 
of the: barracks and of the 
police station, and at her com- 
mand at least 600 fully-armed men 


and several pieces of artillery. Indeed, 
the whole military force of the king- 
dom was on her side and at her dis- 
posal, while the Committee of Safety, 
by actual search, had discovered that 
there were but very few”arms in Hono- 
lulu not in the service of the govern- 
ment. In this state of things, if the 
Queen could have dealt with the insur- 
gents alone, her course would have been 
plain, and the result unmistakeable, 
but, the United States had allied itself 
with her enemies, had recognized them 
as the true government of Hawaii, and 
had put her in the position of opposi- 
tion against the lawful authority. She 
knew she could not withstand the 


power of the United States, but she 


believed she might safely trust its jus- 
tice. Accordingly, some hours after the 
recognition of the provisional govern- 
ment by the United States Minister, 
he , barracks and police station, 
with all military resources of the coun- 
try, were delivered up by the Queen 
upon the representation made to her 
that her cause would thereafter be re- 
viewed at Washington; and, while pro- 
testing that she surrendered to the 
superior force of the United States, 
whose Minister had ordered the United 
States troops to be landed in Honolulu, 
and had declared he would support the 
provisional government, and that. she 
yielded her authority to prevent a col- 
lision of armed forces and loss of life, 
and only until. such time as the United 
States, upon the facts being presented 
to it, should undo the action of its rep- 
resentative, and reinstate her in the 
authority she claimed as. constitutional 
sovereign of the Hawaiian Islands. 
This protest was delivered to the chief 
of the provisional government, who in- 
dorsed thereon his acknowledgement of 
its receipt. The terms of the protest 
were read without dissent by those as- 
suming to constitute the provisional 
government, who were certainly charged 
with the ot the Queen, in- 


andoning ‘her power, 


but ‘forthe la 


States for reinstatement in authority, 
and yet the provisional government, 
with this unanswered protest in its 
hand, hastened to negotiate a treaty 
with the United States for the perma- 
nent banishment of the Queen from 
power and for the sale of her kingdom. 
OTHER OFFERS. 

Our country was in danger of occupy- 
ing the position of having actually set 
up a temporary government on foreign 
soil for the purpose of acquiring 
through thay agency, territory which we 
had wrongfully put in our possession. 
The control of both sides of a bargain 
acquired in such a manner is called by 
a familiar and unpleasant name when 
found in a private transaction. We are 
not without precedent showing how 
scrupulously we avoided such accusa- 
tions of former days. After the péople 
of Texas had declared their independ- 
ence of Mexico, they resolved that on 
the acknowledgment of their independ- 
ence by the United States they would 
seek admission into the United States. 
Several months after the battle of San 
Jacinto, in which Texan independence 
was practically assumed and estab- 
lished, President Jackson declined to 
recognize it, alleging, as one of his 
reasons, that in the circumstances it 
became the United States “To beware 
of too early movement, as it might sub- 
ject us, however unjustly, to the im- 
putation of seeking to establish the 
claim of our neighbors to territory with 
a view to its subsequent acquisition by 
ourselves.”’ 

This is in marked contrast with the 
hasty recognition of the government 
openly conceded to have been set up 
for the purpose of tendering us terri- 
torial annexation. I believe a candid 
and thorough examination of the facts 
will force the conviction that the pro- 
visional government Owes its existence 
to armed invasion by the United 
States. 

Fair-mindede people, with evidence 
before them, will hardly claim that the 
Hawaiian government was overthrown 


by the people of the islands, 
or that the provisional sgovern- 
ment ever existed with their 


consent. I do not understand that any 
member of this government claims 
that the people would uphold it by 
their suffrage if allowed to vote on the 
question. While naturally sympathiz- 
ing with every effort to establish a re- 
publican form of government, it is the 
settled policy of the United States to 
concede to the people of foreign coun- 
tries the same freedom and independ- 
ence in the management of their do- 
mestic affairs that we have always 
claimed for ourselves, and it has been 
our practice to recognize revolutionary 
governments as soon as it became ap- 
parent that they were supported by 
the people. For an illustration of this 
rule I need only refer to the revolution 
in Brazil in 1889, when our Minister 
was instructed to recognize the repub- 
lic “so soon as a majority of the peo- 
ple of Brazil should have signified their 
assent to its establishment and main- 
tenance”; to the revolution in Chile in 
1891, when our Minister was disposed 
to recognize the new government, “‘if 
it was accepted by the people,” and to 
the revolution in Venezuela in 1892, 
when recognition was accorded on con- 
dition that the new government was 
“fully established in the possession of 
the power of the nation, and accepted 
by the people.”’

As I apprehend the situation, we are 
brought face to face with the following 
conditions: The lawful government of 
Hawaii was overthrown without the 
drawing of a sword or the firing of a 
shot by a process every step of which, 
it may safely be asserted, is directly 
traceable to and dependent for its suc- 
cess upon the agency of the United 
States government, through its. di- 
plomatic and naval representatives. 
But for the notorious predilections of 
the United States Minister for annexa- 
tion, the Committee of Safety, which 
should be cafled the Committee of An- 
nexation, would never have existed; 
but for the. landing of the United 
States. forces upon false pretexts re- 
specting danger to life and perty, 
the committee would never Mave ex- 
posed itself to the pains and penalties 
of treason by. undertaking the sub- 
version of the Queen’s government; 
but for the presence of the United 
States forces in the immediatg vicinity 
and in position to afford all needed pro- 
tection and ‘support, the committee 
would -not have ptociaimed the pro- 
Visional ‘government from the steps of 
the government building, and, finally, 
ess occupation of Hono- 
lulu under false pretexts by the 
United States forces, and but for Min- 
ister Stevens’s recognition of the pro- 
visional government, when the United 
States forces was its sole support, and 
constituted its only military strength,

It has been the boast of our govern- 
ment that it seeks to do justice in all 
things without regard to the strength 
or weakness of those with whom — it 
deals. I mistake the American people 
if they favor the odious doctrine that 
there is no such thing as international 
morality, that there is but one law 
for the strong nation and another for 
the weak one, and that, even by indi- 
direct action, the strong power may 
with impunity despoil the weak one of 


tory. 
ETHICS. 


By the act of a man committed with 
participation in the diplomatic repre- 
sentation of the United States, and 
without the authority of Congress, the 
government of a feeble, but friendly 
and confiding people, has been over- 
thrown. A substantial wrong has thus 
been done, which due regard for our 
national character, as well as the rights 
of an injured people, requires that we 
should endeavor to repair. The pro- 
visional government has not assumed 
a republican or other constitutional 
form, but has remained a mere execu- 
tive council, or oligarchy, set up with 
out the assent of the people. It has 
not seen fit to find a permanent basis 
of popular support, and has given no 
evidence of an intention to do so, In- 
deed, the representatives of that gov- 
ernment assert that the people of Ha- 
waii are unfit for popular government, 
and frankly avow that they can best 
be ruled by an arbitrary or despotic 
power, The law of ‘nations is founded 
upon reason and justice, and the rules 
of conduct governing the individual] cit- 
izen or subject of a civilized State 
are equally applicable as between en- 
lightened nations. The considerations 
of international law are without a 
court for its enforcement, and that obe- 
dience to its.commands practically de- 
pends upon good faith instead of upon 
the mandate of a superior’ tribunal, 
only gives additional sanction to the 
law itself, and brands any deliberate 
infraction of it, not merely as a wrong, 
but as a disgrace. A man. of true 
honor protects the unwritten word 
which binds his conscience more scru- 
pulously, if possible, than he does his 
bond, the breach of which subjects him 
to lega} liabilities, and the United 
States, in aiming to maintain itself 
as one of the most enlightened nations, 


if it applied to its international rela- 
tions any other than the high stand- 


ard of honor and

On that ground, the United States 
cannot properly be put in the position 
of countenancing a wrong after its 
commission any more than in that of 
consenting to it in advance. On that 
ground, it cannot allow itself to refuse 
to redress an injury inflicted through 
the abuse of power by officers clothed 
witn its authority, and wearing its 
uniform, and on the same ground, if a 
feeble but fMendly State is in danger 
of being robbed of its. independence 
and its sovereignty by the misuse of 
power, the United States cannot fail to 
vindicate its honor and its sense of 
justice by an earnest effort to make 
all possible reparation. 

These principles apply to the present 
cause with irresistible force, when 
the special conditions of the Queen’s 


surrender of her sovereignty are re- 
called. She surrendered, not to the 
provisional government, but to. the 


United States. She surrendered, not 
absolutely or permanently, but tempo- 
rarily and conditionally, until such time 
as the facts could be considered by the 
United States. Furthermore, the pro- 
visional government acquiesced in her 
surrender in that manner, and in those 
terms, not only by tacit consent, but 
through the positive acts of some mem- 
bers of the government, who urged her 
peaceable submission, not merely to 
avoid bloodshed, but because she could 
place implicit reliance upon the jus- 
tice of the United States, and that,the 
whole subject would be finally consid- 
ered at Washington. 
THE QUEEN REVENGEFUL. 

I have not, however, overlooked an 
incident of the unfortunate affair, 
which remains to bé mentioned. The 
members of the provisional government 


and their ~-supporters, though not 
entitled to’ extreme sympathy, 
have been led to the present 


predicament of revolt against the gov- 
ernment of the Queen by the indefensi- 
ble encouragement and assistance of 
our diplomatic and assistance of our 
of our diplomatic representative. This 
fact may entitle them to a claim that in 
every effort to rectify the wrong of 


the committee some regard should 
be had for (ttheir'§ safety. This 
sentiment is strongly seconded by 


my anxiety to do nothing which would 
invite either harsh retaliation on the 
part of the Queen or violence and 
bloodshed in any ..quarter. ; 

In the belief that-the Queen, as well 
as her enemies, would be willing to 
adopt such a course as would meet 
those conditions, and in view of the 
fact that both the Queen and the pro- 
visional government had at one time 
apparently acquiesced in the reference 
the entire case to the United States 
government, and considering the fur- 
ther fact that in any event the present 
government, by its own declared lim- 
itation, was only “to exist.until terms 
of union with the United States of 
America have been negotiated and 
agreed upon.” I hope that after the as- 
surance to the members of that govern- 
ment that such union could not de con- 
summated, I might compass a peaceful 
adjustment of the difficulty. 

Actuated by these desires and pur- 
poses and not unmindful of the in- 
herent perplexities of the situation, nor 
of the limitations upon my power, I in- 
structed Minister Willis to advise the 
Queen and her supporters of my desire 
to aid in the restoration of the status 
existing before the lawless landing of 
the United States forces at Honolulu on 
the 16th day of January last, if such 
restoration could be effected upon terms 
providing for. clemency as. well..as 
justice to all parties concerned. The 
conditions suggested, as the last in- 
structions show, contemplate a general 
amnesty to those concerned in the mak- 
ing up of. the provisional government, 
and the recognition of all its bona fide 
acts and obligations, in short, they re- 
quire that the past should be buried, 
and the restored government could re- 
sume its authority as if its continuity 
had not been interrupted. These con- 
ditions have not proved acceptable to 
the Queen, and though she has been 
informed that they will be insisted upon 
and that, unless acceded to. the efforts 
of the President to aid in the restora- 
tion of her government will -cease, I 
have not thus far learned. that. she is 
willing to yield them her acquiescence. 

DEFPRS CONGRESS.” 


The check which my plans. have thus- 


encountered has prévented their pres- 
entation to the members of the pro- 
visional. government, while the unfor- 
tunate public misrepresentations of the 
situation and exaggerated statements 
of the sentiments of our people have 
obviously injured the prospects of a 
successful executive mediation. I, 
therefore, submit ‘this communication, 
with the accompanying exhibits, em- 
bracing Blount’s reports, the evidence 
and statements taken by him at Hono- 
lulu, the instructions given to both 
Blount and Minister. Willis, and the 
correspondence connected: with the af- 
fair in hand. 

In commending this subject to the 
extended powers and wide discretion 
of Congress, I desire to add the assur- 
ance that I shall be much gratified to 
co-op*rate in any legigiative which 
may devised forthe solution”of the. 
problem before us--which is consistent 
with American honor, integrity and 
morality.

THE CORRESPONDENCE. 


Official Communications from and to the 
State and Navy Departments. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The State Department 
correspondence on the Hawaiian ques- 
tion transmitted today is an immense 
volume of official dispatches, part of 
which has already been published. 

Under date of July 26, 1889, Minister 
Merrill gives confidential information 
of a plot of half-caste natives to depose 
King Kalakaua and proclaim Queen 
Liliuokalani. This is what afterward 
developed into the abortive Wilcox rev- 
olution of the same year. 

Under “the date of November 6, 1889, 
Secretary Blaine transmitted to Min- 
ister Stevens the ‘report of Admiral 
Kimberly on the uneasiness of the na- 
tives who were dissatisfied with the 
new constitution, and feared future 
agression by the whites. The admiral 
recommends that a:man-of-war be kept 
at Honolulu during the -. February 
elections. On the same date; Secretary 
Blaine asks Secretaty. Tracy to -have 
force in the Hawalifin Waters. 

Under date of March 
begins a series of arguments for. €Ome. 
decisive steps to -be taken~ by the 
United States to fmsure the influence 
over the islands long considered. its. 
February, 1891, Stevens reports having 
gone with the British commissioner -to 
advise the King against efforts he was 
making to change the constitution. 
The advices reltaive to the succeeding 
portions of the correspondence were 
transmitted to the Senate by President 
Harrison with the annexation treaty, 
and have already been published. 

- After the Stevens dispatch of March 
8, 1892, in which he asks for instruc- 
tions in event of another insurrection 
by the Wilcox party then threatening 
it, is the note: ‘“‘No answer was found 
to this dispatch.”’ 

In. the dispatch of April 20, 1892, Ste- 
vens said the annexation sentiment’ is 
growing rapidly, and would carry all 
before it provided it could get any en- 
couragement: that: the United States 
would take the islands.as a Territory, 
On November 8, 1892, Minister Stevens 
reported to Secretary Foster that the 
American party had won the ascend- 
ency after a prolonged struggle. The 
portion of the correspondence detailing 
the events of the revolution of last Jan- 
uary, and Stevens’s arguments for 
granting the requegj,,of the provisional 
government for annexation are al- 
ready public property, as is that of 
President Harrison’;to President Dole, 
acknowledging the govern- 


ment.

The correspondence from Commis- 
sioner Blount, the substance of which 
has already been published, was also 
transmitted. | 

On November 6, 1893, Minister Willis 
reports his arrival, and on November 
1l transmits a confidential letter to 
Secretary Gresham. He expected. to in- 
terview the Queen, and had assured 
the British Commissioher that the 
Queen would be protected from any 
attempt at assassination, and, on the 
next Monday would insist upon her 
coming to the legation. He reported 
the town to be in a state of excitement. 

The telegram of November 16, which 
called out the changed instructions 
from the State Department reads: 
“The views of the first party are so 
extreme as to require further instruc- 
tions,”’ the first party, of course, re- 
ferring to the ex-Queen. On November 
18, Minister Willis reports that Dafon, 
Minister of Finance, had called to de- 
tail the rumors_of trouble on the mor- 
row, Kalakaua’s birthday. He adds: 
“In view of these facts, I thought it 
proper, fn a formal way, to mabe pub- 
lic the fact that there would be no de- 
cisive action tagén by our government 
for three or four weeks, or until I had 
heard from Washington. I also thought 
proper, with the private knowledye and 
consent of all factions, to say that 
‘mob vidlence would not be allowed 
during the interval. 

The last enclosure of the correspon- 
dence-is a letter from Minister Thurs- 
ton to Secretary Gresham, on Decem- 
ber 15. Thurston claims for the pro- 
visional government that it is a duly 
organized and fully-recognized and in- 
dependent government; denies that the 
provisional government has submitted 
to the President the power to arbitrate 
the case, as between themselves and 
Liliuokalani; complains that his gov- 
ernment has received no notice that it 
was on tral for life, and has no chance 
to bring witnesses to refute those of 
Blount. He argues that the provisional 
government, in its proclamation, . has 
fixed no termination for itself but an- 
nexation to the United States, and de- 
nies that it can be said .to terminate 
with the refusal of annexation. 

If the United States representative 
exceeded his powers in thé islands, that 
confers no power on the United States 
government to again do the same, and 
if the ex-Queen abdicated under the 
belief that the provisional government 
would submit to the arbitration of the 
United States, that does not confer jur- 
isdiction on the United States without 
the consent of the provisional govern- 
ment. 

In transmitting the Hawiian corre- 
spondence to the House of Représenta- 
tives President Cleveland said: ‘‘In com- 
pliance with the resolution of the House, 
I hereby transmit a report with copies 
of the: instructions given to Albert ‘8S. 
Willis, representative of 
States now in’ the Hawaiian Islands; 
and also the correspondence since -the 
fourth day of March, 1889, concerning 


those of the islands. In making this 
communication I have withheld. only. 
the dispatch from the former Minister 
to Hawaii, No. 70, under date of October 
8, 1892. and the dispatch from the pres- 
ent Minister, No. 3, under date of No- 
vember 16, 1893, because, in my opinion, 
publication of these two papers would 
be iicompatible with public interests.’’ 

The dispatch of November 16, 1893, 
is without doubt detailed. information 
Willis’s telegraphic dispatch on the 
which was based the order to suspend 
instruetions. - 

Secretary Herbert submits. a masss 
of correspondence from naval officers 
in command of the United States naval 
forces In Hawaii. He yoes back to 
July, 1889, and it is brought down to 
Admiral Irwin’s brief confidential dis- 
patch of December 4, to Herbert,. tell- 
ing him the provisional government had 
1000 men under arms. 

On November 1, 1892, Capt. Wiltse re- 
ports that the Queen’s persistent refu- 
sal and obstinacy to appoint a cabi- 
net may precipitate a crisis. On Jan- 
Uary 18,. Capt. Wiltse. makes:a report 
on the uprising and the landing of the 
marines and sailors of the Baston une 
der’ his command. He says: 


quest to land the sailors and marines 
from the Boston, to protect the United 
States Legation, Consulate, and the 
lives and property of American citi- 
zens. At 4:30 p.m., on January 16, I 
landed the ship’s battalion, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant-Commander Will- 
iam T. Swinburne. One of the detach- 
ments of marines was placed at the 
Legation and one at the Consulate, 
while the main body, with two pieces of 
artillery, were quartered in a central 
near the government build- 
ng.”’ 

The text of Minister Stevens’s letter 
to .Capt. Wiltse, of January 16, 1893, 
asking him to land the 


troops, was as follows: “In view of the 


existing critical circumst indi- 
cating inadequate legal fore, I request

tection of the United States Legation 
and the United States Consulate, and 
to secure the safety of American life 
and vroperty.” 

Capt. Wiltse then recites how the 
provisional government estab- 
lished, the Queen dethroned, and new 
authorities recognized by the United 
States Minister. Capt. Wiltse reports 
to the Secmetary of the Navy on Feb- 
ruary 1, last, that it is his intention to 
keep the United States naval forces 
on shore until the provisional govern- 
ment asks their withdrawal. He says: 
“There can he no doubt» that the 
prompt landing of the batalion has pre- 
vented bloodshed, and saved life and 
nroperty.’’ He also reports that the 
islands have been placed ‘under the 
protection of the United States by the 
formal declaration of Minister Stevens. 

On April 6, Admiral Skerrett, then 
in command, reports the hauling down 
of the United States flag from. the 
government building by order of Mr. 
Blount, and says there was no expres- 
soins from the citizens. On November 
16,. last, Secretary Herbert telegraphs 
Admiral Skerrett not to give aid to 
either party contending for the govern- 
ment at Honolulu.

United States forces. Advise her of the 
desire of this government to do justice 
and undo the wrong. You will, how- 
ever, at the same time, inform the 
Queen that thé President expects that 
she will extend an amnesty to all who 
are against her, including all who were 
connécted with the provisional govern- 
ment, depriving them of no right or 
privilege. Having secured the Queen’s 
agreement to pursue this policy, you 
-will advise the executive of the provi- 
sional government, and his ministers 
of the President’s determination on 
this question which their action and 
that of the Queen devolved upon him, 
and that they are expected to promptly 
restore her constitutional authority. 

“Should the Queen decline to pursue 
the course suggested, or should the pro- 
visional government refuse to abide by 
the President’s decision, you will report 
the facts and await fuather instruc- 
tions.”’ 

Secretary Gresham telegraphed Mr. 
Willis, through the dispatch agent at 
San Francisco, under date of November 
24: “The brevity of your telegrams is 
embarrassing. You will insist upon 
an amnesty and recognition of obliga- 
tions of the provisional government as 
essential conditions of restoration. All 
,interests will be promoted by prompt 
action,’’

Reports of the City Officers Pre- 
sented to Council. 


Proposals for Street Work Opened—To Look 
Up an Old Graveyard — General 
Routine Business Trans- 
acted. 


Th> City Council met at the usual 
time yesterday. 

Councilman Munson moved in- 
struct the City Engineer to present 
an ordinance for the sewering of Hope 
street, between First and Third streets. 
Adopted. 

Councilman Strohm moved that the 
City Clerk be instructed to notify the 
city officers, who had not already done 
so, and who were required by the city 
charter to present annual reports, to 
do so forthwith. Adopted. 

Councilman Nickell moved to take 
the annual reports of the city officials, 
which had been presented to the Fi- 
nance Committee, from that com- 
mittee and referred to a special 
committee for investigation as to the 
advisability of publishing the annual 
reports of such city officers. 

The motion was changed, soas to not 
take the matter from any committee, 
but to merely appoint a committee to re- 
port as to such advisability. The mo- 
tion was adopted in this form, and 
Messrs. Rhodes, Innes and Campbell 
(the members of the Finance Commit- 
tee) were appoinfed as such committee. 

A RECESS. 

Clerk Luckenbach was called out for 
a moment, and President Teed declared 
a recess for a few minutes, till the 
clerk should return. 

President Teed then stepped out, and 
in a moment afterward the clerk came 
in, and, not noticing that the president 
was not in the chair, went on with 
the business on his desk. When he 
chanced to look behind him and see 
that there was no one in the chair, he 
blushed, realizing that the joke was 
on himself. A general laugh made this 
fact all the more apparent. 

The requisitions for fire department 
repairs and supplies, a mention of which 
has heretofore been published, as re- 
turned by the Supply Committee,without 
recommendation, were presented. 

Councilman Nickell said he did not 
see what the Council could do about it, 
as there was no recommendation, and 
no action was taken on them. 

The other requisitions were approved. 

The manager of the Free Labor Bu- 
reau reported for the past week eighty- 
six applications received, and thirty- 
nine positions secured.

Works as heretofore published, was 
adopted, with the exception of the rec- 
ommendation in reference to granting 
permission. to property-owners on Maple 
avenue to improve by private contract, 
which was stricken out the words 
giving such permission to improve be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth streets. 

‘The’ Street Superintendent reported 
asking, for two more teams and five 
extra laborers, as the teams were 
needed for the chain gang on the 
First-street cut, and the laborers were 
needed for cleaning streets. 

Gountilman Munson said that great 
deal eof tvork had been ordered done, 
and.»he believed the Street Superin- 
tendent should have what help he 
needed.

It was the opinion 
of the attorney that if the Council 
were to proceed with the widening the 
whole matter would probably be tied 
up for a long time by extended litiga- 
tion. There, were a number of points 
that might be raised, which, if raised, 
could not be settled by any previous 
decisions of the courts. The cases over 
these points would have to be tried at 
length, and be settled for themselves. 
While he was not prepared to state 
that the protest was a legal one, yet 
he was just as much unprepared to 
say that it was not. His opinion was 
that it would probably be advisable to 
abandon proceedings. 

A motion to delay action till this 
afternoon was lost, and it was finally 
decided to defer action till next week's 
meeting. 

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

The City Attorney reported the fol- 
lowing: 

“In the matter of the contract with 
Austin, for repairing paved 
streets, I find that this contract 
pires in something over two months, 
and would advise that the city take 
no steps toward repairing bituminous 
paved streets before that time, other 
than under this contract.”” Filed. 

“In the matter of the protest of R. 
Roberts against removing buildings or 
fences from lots 10, 12 and 13, of the 
Beaudry subdivision of lot 12 of the 
Abila tract, I would advise that, if you 
wish to open this street, an abstract be 
first secured of the property.”’ City At- 
torney instructed to ascertain the cost 
and report the same to the Council. 

“In the matter of the petition of 
Charles Manile, asking for the cancela- 
tion of tax certificate No. 636. This 
sale should be canceled. The mistake 
in transcribing the certificate cannot 
now be corrected.”” Adopted. 

“In the matter of the petition of 
Owen Hughes, I make the same recom- 
mendation as in regard to petition of 
Roberts.” Filed. 

“In the matter of the demand of Ar- 
thur G. Fietcher, the same should be 
approved for the sum of $3.33 only, 
that being the proportion allowed by 
law.”” Filed. 

‘In the matter of the improvement of 
Vine street, I find that J. M. Davies, 
the owner of the property on both sides 
of the street, has permission to im- 
prove the same by private contract. 
There is no legal way of compelling 
Mr. Davies to do this work under the 
existing proceedings.”’ Filed, 

The Zanja Committee reported rec- 
ommending that the zanjero be in- 
structed to repair the flume along Ala- 
meda street where necessary.

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


The City Engineer reported the fol- 
lowing: 

“In the matter of the petition of 
Calkins & Clapp and others, in refer- 
ence to the grading of Trenton street, 
between Eleventh and Pico streets, the 
petition represents 16.64 feet more than 
a majority of the frontage. I there- 
fore present an ordinance of intention 
to grade, gravel and construct a ce- 
ment curb and cement walks on Tren- 
ton street, between said points.’ 
Adopted. 

**In the matter of the protests against 
the proposed improvement of Broad- 
way, between Temple and Sand streets, 
the same are found to represent forty- 
two feet more than a majority of the 
frontage."”

MUCH AT STAKE. 


Trial. of a Sensational 
Case Commenced. 


Contest Over the Guardianship 
of [trs. Annie A, Pratt. 


A Valuable Estate and $40,000 in 
Cash Involved. 


An Important Decision by Jadge Van Dyke— 
Southern Pacific Land Cases Be- 
fore Judge Ross—New 
Suits. 


The matter of the contest as to the 
guardianship of the person and estate 
of Mrs. Annie A. Pratt, an incompe- 
tent person, came up for trial before 
Judge Clark in the Probate Court yes- 
terday, and will ptfobably occupy his 
attention for several days. 

The case, which promises to be a sen- 
sational one in many respects, involves 
the reputation of one of the oldest 
members of the local bar, some $40,000 
in cash, and a valuable estate, consist- 
ing of land and personal property in 
San Francisco and Butte counties. 

From the pleadings it appears 
that, «some time ago, Mrs. Pratt, 
on .account of -her age and men- 
tal weakness, was declared _  in- 
competent, and Gen. John Mansfield, 
her brother-in-law, was duly appointed 
as her legal adviser and manager of 
her estate. His method of conducting 
her affairs, however, did not meet with 
the approval of Mrs. Lucy C. Good- 
speed, the sole surviving child of Mrs. 
Pratt, for that lady recently filed a pe- 
tition asking for the removal of Gen. 
Mansfield, and the appointment of her- 
self as her mother’s guardian in his 
stead. Mrs. Anah Mansfield, the sister 
of the incompetent owner of the prop- 
erty in controversy, thereupon filed a 
counter-petition, in which it was set 
forth that, as Mrs. Pratt had volun- 
tarily taken up her residence with her 
sister, and did not want to have any- 
thing to do with her daughter, she was 
the proper person to be appointed guar- 
dian. 

Mrs. Goodspeed, in answer to this, 
specifically charged that her aunt, Mrs. 
Mansfield, is trying to get control of 
her sister’s person for the purpose of 
obtaining large sums of money from 
her while she is in a feeble state of 
mind and health; that she prevailed 
upon Mrs. Pratt to visit Los Angeles, 
and has kept her here ever since she ar- 
rived. She also alleges that, through 
the connivance of her husband, John 
Mansfield, she has already secured 
large sums of money from Mrs. Pratt 
without consideration, and that the 
Mansfields have fraudulently obtained 
over $40,000 of the rents, 
profits of her property, for which they 
have as yet failed to account. 

The petitioner, Mrs. Goodspeed, is 
represented by Messrs. C. Hanlon and 
E. L. Campbell of San Francisco, and 
Messrs. White & Monroe of this city; 
while the contestants have fetained 
Messrs. Houghton, Silent and Camp- 
bell to look after their interests. 

Several witnesses were examined yes- 
terday for the purpose of showing Mrs. 
Pratt’s mental and physical condition, 
she being unable to be brought into 
courts and, after hearing some testi- 
mon with reference to Mrs. Good- 
sp ’s qualifications to act as guar- 
dian, court adjourned for the day, the 
matter going over until this morning. 

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge Van Dyke yesterday denied 
the motion to strike out the amended 
and supplemental complaint in the case 
of S. E. McDaniel et al. vs. J. H. W. 
Pattison et al., but sustained the de- 
murrer to the game, for the reasons 
set forth in the following brief opinion: 

“The original complaint in this ac- 
tilon was filed April 16, 1889, the plain- 
tiffs claiming as devisees, under an un- 
probated will of A. M. Pattison, de- 
ceased. The Supreme Court. (98 Cal., 
86) held in this case that the jurisdic- 
tion of the Probate Court to establish 
the will is exclusive, even though the 
will has been lost or destroyed, or has 
been fraudulently suppressed, and a 
court of equity has no jurisdiction to 
grant relief in such case, either directly 
or as. incidental to jurisdiction over 
other matters.’’ 

The court further says: ‘‘Respondents’ 
counsel insist that even if they have 
not shown a right of action as devisees, 
yet the have alleged themselves to. be 
heirs at law, and are therefore entitled 
to maintain the action in that capacity. 
In this case, the coincidence arises that 
the heirs at law and devisees under 
the will are identical, still it does not 
folow that if the will under which they 
claim to hold as devisees has not been 
probated, that they have any right to 
testator’s property as heirs at law. 
Plaintiffs allege that they are devisees 
under an unprobated will; if it had been 
a probated will their position as heirs 
at law would have had no value what- 
ever, and the fact that it has not been 
probated does not add strength to their 
position. As against the pleader, we as- 
sume this document to be a valid, gen- 
uine will, which would be probated in 
the regular way, if presented to the 
Probate Court, and, until presented and 
probated, these plaintiffs as heirs at 
law have no right in the property which 
can be maintained either in courts of 
law or equity.’’ The court quotes from 
a note to section 1158 of Pomeroy's 
Equity Jurisprudence, where that au- 
thority says: “On the contrary, the 
doctrine seems to be general, if not 


universal throughout the States, that a’ 


court of equity will not r ize or 
act upon a will of land or ‘personal 
property until it has been admitted to 
probate.” 

“Since the case was remanded by~ the 
Supreme Court, plaintiffs have filed an 
amended and supplemental complaint, 
in which they now claim as heirs at 
law. It is alleged in this complaint 
that the estate of A. M. Pattison has 
not been administered upon, but it is 
not alleged whether he died testate or 
intestate. In this respect, the complaint 
is ambiguous and uncertain, and under 
the rule of law the presumption | is 
against the pleader. In such case, it 
would appear that there is an -unpro- 
bated will, as alleged in the first cem- 
plaint, and, if there be a will unpro- 
bated, under the rule of law decided in 
this case, as just shown, plafntiffs have 
no standing until the will is probated. 
Further, there is no sufficient showing 
why the facts alleged as constituting 
the fraud complained of were not dis- 
covered prior to the time stated; and, 
if known when they should have been 
known from the date of the record of 
the instrument in question, then the 
action is by the statute of lim- 
itations.”’

AROUSED ON IRRIGATION! 
Australia Secking Information on the 
Subiect. 

Melbourne, Victoria, is aroused on 
the subject of irrigation, and is in close 
corespondence with the Chamber of 
Commerce in relation to the late irri- 
gation congress. 

Charles A. d’ Ebro writes from the 
Australian chambers, saying that he 
has seen a pamphlet concerning the 
cohgress, and shall esteem it a great 
favor if he can be informed as to 
whether the question of the infroduc- 
tion of proper means of measuring wa- 
ter was considered. He has recently 
carried off the premium offered by the 
Victoria Water Supply Department for 
the best irrigation mtodel, in which 
there seventy-five competitors, 
and he is now making arrangements 
for its introduction in the States. He 
is anxious to know what reasonable 
chance there is of such a machine be- 
ing adopted. He further states that he 
complied with stringent conditions laid 
down, viz.* that it should cost about 
£15, should deliver from twenty to twa 
hundred cubic feet per minute regu- 
larly under varying heads, and should 
be easy of construction and mainte- 
nance. He has arranged for patent 
rights, and will be pleased to forward 
particulars and drawings. Experi- 
ments are now being made by the Vic- 
toria department, which will insure the 
reliability of the instrument. 

I. N. McColl, Minister of Water Sup- 
ply for Victoria, writes that he hasbut 
lately learned by accident of the great 
irrigation conference held in Los Ange- 
les. Had an invitation been received, 
he would have tried to have Victoria 
represented, as he says he looks ypon 
the event as a most important one in 
the history of irrigation. He has in- 
structed his secretary to writé for re- 
ports of the proceedings, and he will 
be happy to place the president and 
secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
on the list of receivers of the Victoria 
department publications. | 

A third letter is from the secretary 
for the Department of Agriculture at 
Melbourne, who “thas the honor to for- 
ward, under separate cover, a copy of 
the ‘Victoflan Handbook of Viticul- 
ture.’

Close of the Hamilton 
Divorce Case. 


The Charge of Extreme Cruelty 
Fully Sustained. 


Mrs. Hamilton Given the Custody 
of the Children, 


With the Exception of the Two Eldest Boys— 
Sensational Episodes During the 
Trial—Judge Van Dyke's 
Remarks. 


A large crowd of spectators, among 
whom were some of the most fashion- 
uhle representatives of the local 400, 
ussembled in Judge Van Dyke’s court- 
room, yesterday afternoon, to witness 
the closing scenes in the Hamilton di- 
vorce suit. Those who went there 
with the expectation of seeing or hear- 
itz something of a sensational nature 
must have been agreeably surprised, for 
there were several developments of a 
decidedly sénsational nature during 
tre course of the afternoon. 

When the case was called at 2:10 
o'clock, Mrs. Adelaide Muller, the miss- 
ing witness for the defense, was called 
to» the stand. She proved to be a tall 
brunette, apparently about 30 years 
years of age, and that she was in a 
mood that boded ili for the defendant 
was undisguisable. 


In response to the interrogations of 
Mr. Stevens, the witness snapped out 
that on Saturday last she went down 
to Redondo Beach, where her husband 
is in business, but had returned to town 
on Sunday evening with her brother, 
Fred Melles, who had served an at- 
tachment upon her, and remained at 
his house until half an hour before 
coming tnto court. She had not dis- 
cussed the Hamilton case with any 
one, and did not leave her rooms in 
the Vickery Block in order to avoid 
testifying in the case. She was not 
Ssubpvenaed by Charles A. Trinkner on 
December 9 last in her room, and when 
that worthy was called upon to stand 
up in the courtroom for inspection, 
fhe denied having ever seen him _ be- 
fure. She admitted that Hamilton had 
ecailed at her rooms some ten days ago, 
but emphatically denied that in the 
presence of her mother, or at any 
other time, had she stated that she 
hed seen Mrs. Hamilton drunk four 
times since January 1 last. 

When questioned as to the reason for 
her only too palpable hostility toward 
the defendant, Mrs. Muller explajned 
to the court that soma time ago, shortly 
after Mrs. Hamilton commencec suit, 
she called to see the plaintifY about 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, and learned 
for the first time that she had left: her 
house on account of Hamilton’s treat- 
ment of her. Hamilton, however, fnter- 
Viewed her and wanted her to testify 
that his wife was a drunkard, but she 
refused to do so, and he locked her up 
in the house. She subsequently - told 
her husbend and Mrs. Hamilton's at- 
torney of this incident, put no eise. 
Witness was not cross-examined, 

linmediately after Mrs. Muller had 
lefr the stand anothcr sensational in- 
cident oceurred. Mrs. Bird, an clderly 
woman was called, and, as she took 
hr seat in the witness’ chair, Judge 
Von Dyke handed her a sheet of pa- 
ter, Which he had just been examin- 
int, ind sternly asked: you write 

After nervously glancing at the doc- 
wneni, Mrs. Bird admitted that she 
was the uuthoress of its contents, add- 
inge that she had written it voluntarily 
for the sake of the children, who had 
always been treated kindly in her pres- 
ence. She denied emphatically that 
Mrs. Hamiltor had requested her to do 
so, cr knew anything about it. 

The Court. Don't you know that it 
is very improper to write a letter con- 
cerning a case to the judge who is try- 
ing it, and thit anv one who does so 
is in contempt? If I thought you were 
oware ef the impropricty of your ac- 
tion, € should certainiy commit you for 
contempt, but T presume you did it 
through tgenorance. That's all, madam. 
Stan] 

The letter was thereupon handed by 
Judge Van Dyke to counsel for the 
plaintiff’. who in turn passed it on to 
the defendant's attorney, by whom it 
was returned to the bench: but its con- 
tents were not made public. 

Mrs. Walter S. Maxwell, Miss Violet 
Truedell and Dr. H. Nadeau were called 
in rebuttal by the plaintiff to refute 
the allegation that Mrs. Hamilton was 
intemperate, and this closed the case 
for the plaintifyY 

The defendant, Samuel Hamilton, 
thereupon took the stand and denied 
emphatically that Mrs. Muller had 
ever been to his house since his wife 
had left it, or that he had ever locked 
that lady in. 

Both sides closed at 8 o’clock, and 
Mr. Valentine expressed his willingness 
to submit the matter without argu- 
ment. Cc. Stephens, however, in- 
Sisted upon presenting a few points, 
and the result was that it was 4:30 
o'clock before the matter was sub- 
mitted to the court. 

Juage Van Dyke, in summing up, 
enid: ‘The court realizes that this is a 
fad case, an exceedingly sad one, from 
the fact that the parties have lived 
together for over twenty years, and 
have a family of young children upon 
whom their difficulties cannot fail to 
have some influence. Counsel for the 
defendant advises that it would be bet- 
ter for all concerned to refuse plaintiff 
a decrec, and expresses it as his opin- 
icon, that although irreconcilable at 
present, they may in future resume 
tieir former relations. I wish I could 
see my way to do so, if there is such 
a possibility, but unfortunately I can- 
not. 

“The plair=? has made her case 
upon the allegations of her complaint, 
but the defendant was not satisfied 
with denying these allegations in his 
answer, bue must file a cross-complaint 
charging her with drunkenness and 
cruelty, It is a disgrace to any Woman 
or man to be a drunkard; but to charge 
a woman with it without causé is far 
worse than any physical cruelty a man 
can inflict. 

“T abhor divorces, and would be very 
court. For this reason, I invariably 
give the defendant in a case of this 
kind every opportunity to defeat the 
plaintiff's case; but, so far as this 
plaintiff is concerned, she has made her 
case, ena ® entitled to her decree. This 
court is t at liberty to deny her a 
decree, however much it may desire 
ta do so, for, under the statutes, the 
plaintiff is entitled to a decree, if the 
allegations of the plaintiff are sup- 
posses by competent evidence, which 
1as been done in this case. A decree 
is therefore ordered for the plaintiff.” 

At this juncture one of the boys 
atole up to Mrs, Hamilton's chair, and@ 
affectionately placed his arms around 
her neck, and the mother, touched 
by this tribute of affection, broke down 
completely, bowing her head upon the 
p99 before her and sobbing hysteric- 
ally. 

After speaking of the children briefly, 
the court awarded the custody of eight 
of the younger ones to Mrs, Hamilton, 
the two elder boys being placed in their 
father's care. 

The question of property being 
raised, Mr. Stephens gallantly said that 
so far as his client was concerned Mra. 
Hamilton and her children might .move 
Into the house tomorrow, as Mr. Ham- 
iiton would offer no objecticns. 

Judge Van Dyke, however, remarked |

sternly that the court understood that 
there was no dispute as to the prop- 
erty, which bélonged to Mrs. Hamilton 
before her marriage, and that she 
could, of course, take possession when- 
ever she pleased. The defendant, be- 
ing no longer her husband, had no right 
there at all after’ the decree was 
signed.

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‘THE POLICE COURT. 


The Petty Offenders Were Nu- 
merous and Serene, 


Nearly All Pleaded Guilty and Got Off With 
Comparatively Light Sentences—‘‘Tobe’’ 
Wilson, the ‘‘King of- Tramps,’’ 
Again Arrested. 


The large number of drunks and petty 
criminals who appeared on the docket 
of Justice Austin's department of the 
Police Court yesterday were of varied 
hues, and all forms and descriptions. 
Some had only violated the city’s laws 
by patronizing the saloons on Satur- 
day evening to an unusual extent, and, 
in their cffort to absorb enough ‘“‘booze”’ 
to last them over Sunday, and so obvi- 
ate the necessity of looking for a side- 
entrance on the latter day, to their 
own sorrow, while others had begged- 
tor alms or even gone so far as to 
commit the crime of petty larceny. 
They nearly all took advantage of the 
apparent good nature of the court to 
plead guilty to the offenses charged, 
and seemed to think that they could 
acknowledge valuc received when sen- 
tence was pronounced. 

A. W. Knawling had been found by 
Officer McDonald so drunk on Alameda 
street Sunday morning as to really be 
too full for utterance. He wanted to 
assist the Salvation Army in their 
service by preaching a sermon, but, as 
his remarks were ill-timed, he was ar- 
rested. Justice Austin assessed him $5. 

Robert Wilson explained that he had 
formerly lived down along the sea-coast, 
but his physician had advised him to 
go further inland, so he came to this 
city. As to being drunk on Saturday 
night, he had only a faint recollection 
of the occurrence. If the court would 
give him a chance, however, he would 
leave town at once and proceed on to- 
‘ward the interior some more. The 
court remembered that he had given 
Wilson several of those same chances 
before, and promptly ordered that he 
be confined in the City Jail for a period 
of eight days. 

F. F. Quinlan didn’t see how he could 
have become so drunk as Officer Hawley 
said that he had been, for he only drank 
a little wine with his lunch, just two 
bottles of port, so he was told to go 
down to the prison and ‘spend three 
days there, and see if he could not sat- 
isfactorily figure the matter out. 

Old “‘Tobe’’ Wilson, the “king of 
tramps,”’ found his way out from the 
crowd of ‘‘hobos’”’ to answer with his 
usual glibness to the charge of solicit- 
ing alms. “Tobe” explained to the 
court that he was on his way out of 


town, and he was thereupon released. 


and told to hurry along toward a more 


appreciative community. 


Several other beggars and vagrants 
wore disposed of, when court ad- 
journed.

“MIDWINTER FAIR. 


Meeting of the County 
Committee. 


Plans for the Model Farm About 
Completed. 


The Citrus Display to Be Strictly a 
County Affair. 


The Idea Approved by the Fruit-growers, 
Who Will Furnish all the Oranges 
That May Be Needed— 

Incidents. 


A meeting of the County Midwinter 
Fair Committee was held yesterday 
morning, much of. especial interest be- 
ing discussed and accomplished. There 
were present, C. E. Bemis, Covina; A. 
Scott Chapman, Alhambra; John Burr, 
San Fernando; Seward Cole, Cahuenga, 
Charles H. Keyes, Pasadena;“U. S. G. 
Todd, Monrovia; N. H. Hosmer, Sierra 
Madre: W. T. Clark, Pomona; H. L. 
Montgomery, Rivera; Walter Mellick, 
Lancaster; J. S. Slauson, T, D. Stim- 
son, Kaspar Cohn, C. F. A. Last, city. 

Mr. Hosmer, chairman of _ special 
Committee on Model Farm, reported 
that they are getting along well. Mr. 
Behre has been consulted about a 
foundation plan, and)estimates that it 
will cost something like $75. This will 
be 6x15 feet, of plaster of paris, coated 
with shellac to resemble the color of 
dirt. The committee’s idea is to set it 
chiefly to orange trees, with a few 
lemons, peppers, blue gums and orna- 
mental trees. In order to observe cor- 
rect proportions, the orchard trees will 
be five and one-half inches high, twen- 
ty-two in a row, and eight rows. A 
few, howevér, will be omitted to give 
space for buildings, leaving the total 
number 143. The cost of the orange 
trees, in full bearing (a paper crop,) 
will be 35 cents each. The buildings 
are estimated to cost $10: The entire 
thing, including a little flower garden, 
hydrants of brass about the size of 
straws, small manikins and mechanical 
appliances, with a patch of alfalfa in 
one corner, will be nearly $175. This 
does not include floor installation. It 
is not known yet whether the water 
works can be arranged automatically. 
The design is to show by basins and 
furrows how a typical Southern Cali- 
fornia home is kept luxuriant by irriga- 
tion. According to the scale adopted, 
the farm will represent about two 
acres. More space would increase the 
interest of it, but as it would also in- 
crease the expense, it was not thought 
wise to enlarge it. 

Mr. Bemis thought it well to illustrate 
the ridging of the orchard plot by team 
work, and the making of the circular 
basins around the trees by a little team 
driving about the tree base. He would 
also like to see illustrated the manner 
of getting water to an elevation by car- 
rying it around the grade. . 

Mr. Mellick moved that it be con- 
sidered the. sense of the .mecting that 
the plan, as far as outlined, is favor- 
able. and that the committee proceed. 
Carried. 

Mr. Chapman reported on citrus fruit. 
People are everywhere asking if there 
is to be one general exhibit of citrus 
fruit, or if each locality is to be segre- 
gated and get due fame and justice. He 
also suggested that some one man be 
appointed to take charge of the fruit 
and put it upon the road. He here in- 
troduced a letter from Covina to the 
effect that if the citrus exhibit is to be 
of such a character as to indicate the 
localities from which it is sent, Covina, 
Azusa and Glendora may be called upon 
for any reasonable amount, and it shall 
be of the finest quality known to the 
business. If it is to lose its identity 
by being massed with other contribu- 
tions, to cover the big elephant, the 
columns and other decorative purposes, 
it will not be possible to speak so pos- 
itively about the quantity, but those 
localities will certainly furnish their 
full proportion. Mr. Chapman spoke 
heartily in favor of a display for the 
county; the whole thing should be for 
the county first and for sections after- 
ward. 

Mr. Todd moved that the citrus dis- 
play be made strictly a county display, 
and that all locality features be left 
entirely out. 

Upon motion of Prof. Keyes, the fore- 
going resolution was referred to the 
Citrus Committee and Mr. Wiggins, 
with full power to act. 

Mr. Wiggins was also authorized to 
select the best samples of fruit from 
time to time, according to his judg- 
ment, for the Horticultural building 
exhibit. 

It was stated that Duarte and Mon- 
rovia have 100 boxes of select fruit, 
their initial assessment, that they are 
ready to supply, and they will after- 
ward keep their exhibit full. 

The procuring of trees was discussed. 
San Bernardino has orange and lemon 
trees boxed, which were prepared for 
for the World’s Fair, and not used. 
Some twenty or thirty of these can be 
procured, and they are all ready for 
transportation. 

Mr. Mellick wished to know if yuccas 
would be desirable. They are singular 
growths, and always prove interesting 
features. 

Various trees and woods were sug- 
gested, and Mr. Wiggins stated that 
it is already arranged for fifty decora- 
tive plants around the doorway. He 
wishes the offer of all such that it is 
possible to procure. He has also the 
matter of interior decoration of the 
building much at heart. He hopes to 
see it a bower of fruit; but this work, 
he considers, should be done by some 
one thoroughly posted in decorative art. 

Prof. Keyes moved that the commit- 
tee recommend to the Southern Cali- 
fornia Midwinter Fair Commission the 
appointment of a decorative artist for 
decorating the Southern California 
building, such person to be paid pro 
rata from the counties. The motion 
Was carried unanimously. 

The matter of space for exhibits by 
manufacturers, and the matter of con- 
cessions, were referred to Mr. Wiggins, 
with power to act. 

telegram was read from W. H. 
Murray, commissioner for California, 
asking if Los Angeles county will 
make a representative exhibit in the 
main building, and also that a county 
day be named. 

The selection of the latter was left 
to a committee consisting of Messrs. 


Slauson, Silent and Mellick, with power 


to designate a day. 

Prof. Keyes reported favorably on 
educational progress. He has been in 
communication with leading school of- 
ficials of the county, and all consider 
it very vital to make an exhibit which 
shall be of interest to the prospective 
homemaker in Southern California, and 
which shall truly represent our educa- 
tional growth and facilities, and some 
of our peculiar and superior educational 
advantages. He believes a most cred- 
itable exhibit will be made. 

The importance of a characteriste 
display of woman’s work, in many in- 
tresting branches representative of 
Southern California, was particularly 
emphasized. The other buildings are 
to have their women’s departments, 
where diversified industries are shown, 
and which will be among their most 
attractive features. San Bernardino is 
awake on this subject, and has tele- 
graphed to know particulars. 

The meeting adjourned until Satur- 
@ay afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

CITRUS FRUIT-GROWERS., 

The Citrus Fruit-growers’ Committée 
held a session in the afternoon. They 
“a ved the plan of making a general 

it of citrus fruits, to be known 


. 


Los Angeles county as a whole, to 
which each locality is to contribute. 
The identity of each locality will, how- 
ever, be preserved as nearly as possi- 
ble. If, after installing the main fea- 
tures, space permits, locality exhibits 
will be admissible. 

The committee agreed upon having 
the fruit selectéd, collected and for- 
warded by the fruit-growers’ exchanges 
within the county, provided they will 
agree to the proposition; with the un- 
derstanding, however, that the pro- 
ducer, not a member of the exchange, 
shall have the privilege of forwarding 
his fruit, and have the same chance 
of its being exhibited, as those in the 
exchange. 

The committee favored using the cit- 
rus fruits for decorative features within 
the Los Angeles county space, arrang- 
ing it in the form of arches, por- 
tieres, ete., and making it a grand 
spectacle. The idea was also suggested 
of making a citrus exhibit the feature 
of the county exhibit, and of having 
the feature colossal as possible. 

The plan of the triumphal arch as 
the central feature was approved. This 
arch is in the form of a Greek cross. 
The base of the structure will be of 
lemons, and the elevation covered with 
oranges, bordered with lemons and cy- 
press. The coping will be covered with 
Tangerines. Above that will tower the 
elephant, covered with walnuts, with 
the housing of lemons and the howdah 
of oranges. Around the arch at the 
corners there will be tropical plants 
and flowers. Within the archway, the 
front of which will have a portiere 
drapery, will be displayed fruits in 
giass. At the ends of the arch will be 
encased show windows, behind which 
honey, jellies, glace fruits, etc., will 
be shown. 

The citrus men are anxious to fur- 
nish all the fruits that are needed. 

It should be mentioned that the ex- 
pense for making exhibitions in the 
State classified competitive exhibit in 
the Horticultural building, will proba- 
bly amount to only about 10 cents a 
plate, merely covering the cost of in- 
stallation.

THE MINERS. 


What Their Committee is Doing 
for the Fair. 


A ake of Quicksil ver—Biggest Bleck of As- 
phait in the Worid—Bound to Outshine 
Colorado— Miners Contributing 
One Day’s Wages. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, DEC.14.—The Min- 
ing Exhibit Committee of the Mid- 
winter Fair has set about in a deter- 
mined spirit to make California’s dis- 
play far outshine that of Colorado, and 
if the miners will properly second their 
efforts, this State will not have reason 
ao feel ashamed of her exhibit, as she 
did at Chicago. Still only about $5000 
of the $25,000 desired for the exhibit has 
yet been raised, and many attractive 
féatures designed by the committee will 
of necessity be abandonéd if a more 
generous response to the request for 
‘contributions is not made. 

The mining counties generally seem 
aroused to the importance of making 
their exhibits such as to attract the eye 
of the general visitor, as well as to 
gain the attention of the expert and the 
capitalist looking for opportunities to 
place his money. The only mining 
county which seems at all sluggish is 
Trinity, which has not applied for space 
in the exhibit and seems to be doing 
nothing to secure a representation of 
her resources. Superintendent Benja- 
min says he- drove nine miles in a 
storm to attend a widely advertised 
county meeting, and found only three 
rsons in attendance. Several of the 
eaviest mining men in the neighbor- 
hood of Weaverville set around the 
hotel stove and would not show suf- 
ficient interest in the meeting to cross 
the street. The Old Settler Association 
of Trinity, fearful lest their county 
should be greatly injured by the failure 
to make a proper showing of its re- 
sources, has now taken the matter in 
hand, however, and is vigorously at- 
tempting to gather an exhibit which 
will be complete and creditable. 

Near the entrance to the exhibit will 


be a lake quicksilver, which prom- 
ises to be amusing and instructive 
attraction. be 


The quicksilver will 
supplied by J. B. Randol, from the 
Lake county mines. Into the lake vis- 
itors will be permitted to throw sledge 
hammers, and other iron weights, for 
the pleasure of seeing them float about. 
Women will be cautioned not to dab- 
ble in the silvery pool, however, lest 
their rings should become amalga- 
mated. 

The company controlling the great as- 
phalt deposits of Santa Barabara county 
has quarried a great block of asphalt, 
weighing seven and _ one-half tons, 
which will be part of that county’s ex- 
hibit. At Chicago, the manager of a 
Cuban asphalt deposit showed a block 
weighing 1400 pounds, and advertised 
it widely as the largest piece of asphalt 
in all the world. In order that there 
should be no possible doubt in the mat- 
ter of the championship, the Santa 
Barbara company got out its seven-and- 
one-half-ton block. Kern county Is also 
to exhibit a big block of asphaltum, 
and a $1000 nugget recently picked up 
on'the Mojave Desert. |

WALTER J. RAYSIOND. 


The Swindler’s Reception at the Ohio 
Penitentiary. 

A Dayton (O.) paper gives the follow- 
ing account of how Walter J. Raymond, 
the California land swindler, was re- 
ceived at the Columbus penitentiary.: 

“A dispatch from Columbus tells how 
Walter J. Raymond, the land swindler 
of this city, was received at the peni- 
tentiary; early Saturday morning. He 
was compelled to change his fashion- 
able clothes for a tight-fitting blouse, a 
pair of trousers much to short, and a 
square cap, all of striped material. 
After that he was taken to the prison 
barber shop, where his was 
cropped, his side whiskers cut off and 
his face smoothly shaven. 

“Then he was assigned to the idle 
house to wait there until work can be 
found suitable for his physical consti- 
tution. At meal hours today he was 
compelled to march to and from: the 
dining-hall with a motly crowd of 
burglars, horse thieves, pickpockats, 
all-around crooks and murderers. He 
seemed much depressed by Shis sur- 
roundings. 

“The United States Marshal who took 


Raymond to Columbus said that he 


was the most gentlemanly prisoner he 
had ever had in his charge, and that 
he is completely resigned to his fate. 
He protested that he was innocent of 
the crime of which he was convicted, 
and expressed sorrow for his wife, who, 
he feared, would not be able to bear 
the great sorrow and disgrace that has 
come upon her. He said that she had 
twice been an inmate of a sanitarium 
at Battle Creek, Mich., and had lately 
undergone an operation that left her in 


the mines, and in this way the fund is claimed he received from his son, stat- 


@ very weak condition, and he feared 
that her mind would be affected by this 
blow. 

“The government officials have ex- 
amined the letters which ond 


through almost every conceivable de-. 


ing that he was cultivating the lands, 
and they believe that these letters 
were not written in California, but 
in Dayton. The inspector noticed that 
three of the letters are torn in such a 
way that they appear to have been 
written on the same sheet of paper 
and then torn off, one at a time, and 
when placed together the edges fit ex- 
actly into each other. It is thought 
that the writer took a large sheet of 
paper, and wrote one letter on it, dat- 
ing it March. He then tore this part 
of the paper off, and wrote another 
letter on the lower part of the paper, 
under a different date. This letter was 
then torn off from the paper, and the 
third letter written on the remaining 
part under a different date. 

“Judge Sage, in sentencing Raymond, 
stated that the jury’s verdict showed 
that they considered Raymonds defense 
untrue, and his testimony false, and 
he declared that this was an aggrava- 
tion of the crime.”’

The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
President Weed presided, and all the 
rpstecs were present except Mr. Lu- 
Ss. 

All bills filed to date were referred to 
He Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
mance without reading. 

On motion the rules were suspended 
and bids were opened for lighting the 
streets by electricity. There were two 
bidders—the Pasadena BPlectric Light 
and Power Company, which holds the 
present contract, and the San Bernar- 
dino Electric Light and Power Com- 
pany. Both bids were declared to be 
defective, one because the bond was 
ot properly signed, the other because 
the accompanying check was not certi- 
fied. On modtion both bids wére ordered 
to be returned, and the clerk was in- 
structed to readvertise for new bids, to 
be handed in prior to 2 p.m. of Decem- 
ber 26. The figures of the bids were 
not made public. 

STREET WORK. 

Bids were then opened for a large 
Amount of street work, as follows:: 

Laying a sewer on Summit avenue, 
from Villa south to Chestnut street, 
thence west to connect with the main 
on Raymond avenue: Munger & Grif- 
fith, $1130; J. B. Hughes $1057; P. P. 
Bonham, $1259; C. L. Powell, $1261; John 
Stewart, 77 cents per lineal foot. The 
contract was awarded to Mr. Hughes. 

Grading, guttering and curbing Lake 
avenue, between Colorado and Califor- 
nia streets: Hogan Bros., $3265; John 
Showalter, $3973; W. C. Johnson, $4809;

The clerk reported that no bids had

Qaks avenue. He was instructed to 
readvertise for new bids, which will 
be opened December 26. 

Ordinances establishing the grade of 
Glenarm and of Depot streets were de- 
clared read for the first time. 

Specifications were adopted for grad- 
ing, guttering and curbing Worcester 
avenue, and a resolution was passed 
ordering such work. 

Maj. Skillen addressed the board with 
reference to the proposed cement walk 
on the east side of Marengo avenue, 
north of Colorado street. He asked that 
the cement extend to the curb line, 
instead of the property, for various and 
sundry reasons.

Veterinary Surgeon Probably Fatally Burned. 
Outrages by Tramps. 

Dr. Cragan, a veterinary surgeon of 
this city, was so severely burned early 
Monday morning that it is doubtful if 
he will recover, and if he does he will 
be a cripple. He and three other 
“boys,” each about .50 years of age, 
were having a high 61d time in the doc- 
tor’s office, on Main street, between 
Second and Third. All had gone home 
except the doctor, who was left asleep 
on his office floor. About 4 o'clock 
Monday morning .there was an alarm 
of fire, and when. the department 
reached the scene, it avas found that a 
coal-oil stove had been kicked over, and 
the doctor’s clothes were in a blaze. 
His right leg was terribly burned, and 
the flesh burned from his left hand. 
The burns are very deep, and in some 
places all the flesh is burned from the 
bones. The doctor has been drinking 
heavily lately, and only a few days 
ago, while he was “improperly § en- 
thused,’’ a tramp entered his sleeping- 
room and took about $150 worth of 
clothing, bed quilts, etc.

enough. The office was not dam- 
aged to any extent. 

MAKING THEIR PRESENCE FELT. 

A few days ago mention was made 
in The Times of the fact that Pomona 
was overrun with ““‘unemployed”’ or 
‘“hobos,” which terms seem about 
synonymous. The hobos are now be- 
ginning to make their presence known 
in no uncertain manner. Within the 
past two weeks about twenty-five 
overcoats, shawls and  buggy-robes 
have been taken from vehicles, and 
none of them have been recoverd, as 
the tramps leave on the freight trains 
the same night of the robbery.

The rob- 
ber then proceeded to go through 
Clearey’s pockets, but only got $1 in 
cash. Clearey had only a moment be- 
fore transferred his money, except the 
dollar, from his pants pocket to a 
pocket in his vest, and that was what 
saved him. Before the robber got 
through all the pockets, he became 
none of them have been recovered, as 
bert and Cleary looked for the man, 


but could not find him. 

On the same night A. I. Stewart was 
walking down Ellen street, near Fourth 
street, when he was accosted by a 
hobo, who demanded some money.

There 
are always worthy men in this place, 
men who reside here, that should be 
given the preference.. Some of them 
complain that the vagrants are gen- 
erally given the ‘preference. 

A letter from Reve. Father Fisher, 
pastor of St. Joseph's’ Catholic Church 
in this place, says that he was walking 
down the steps from a hotel in Dublin, 
Ireland, when he slipped and fell, break- 
ing his leg. He will be unable to come 
home for some time. Father Fisher’s 
friends claim, in regard to the charges 
made against him in this place, that it 
is mostly the Mexican membership that 
is making the complaint, and that the 
charges are groundless. 

This is “off’’ year for olives, last 
year being the good year for that fruit 
in Southern California, but the profit 
there is in olives is satisfactory to the 
growers. J. E. Packard reports that 
his fifteen-acre olive orchard will yield 
a net profit of at least $100 an acre 
this season, and, perhaps, $125 an acre. 
Several acres bear a crop that is sell- 
ing at the rate of $150 an acre. The 
Moore olive orchard has 172 
Mission clive trees, 7 years old, that 
produced this year a crop that sold for 
$200 on the trees. There are other re- 
ports of profit per acre in olives this 
season, varying from $90 to $130 per 
acre. The dealers in pickled olives say 
they are selling their products rapidly 
at the rate of $1 per gallon, and will 
probably be sold out by January 1, 
while the producers of olive oil say 
they have calls ‘for ten times more 
than they can turn out. The Howland 
olive oil mill is producing from forty 
to fifty gallons of olive oil daily. Most 
of it is bought in Los Angeles.. 

As the season of church fairs seems 
closed in Pomona, the returns are found 
to be very satisfactory, especially to the 
members of the Episcopal Church. At 
the last meeting of the Woman’s Guild 
the report brought in by the treasurer 
showed the net receipts to be $150. Con- 
sidering the “hard times” and the small 
number of members in the guild, this is 
a most gratifying result, and the mem- 
bers desire to return their hearty thanks 
to all their friends and patrons, 

The Chino land sales are increasing 
right along. In the past two months 
sales amounting to $147,000 have been 
made in the Chino acreage property, 
especially in the sugar-beet lands. The 
Chino land, contiguous to Pomona is 
now nearly all sold, and will be occu- 
pied by farmers and fruit-growers.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Prompt Payment of Taxes—Some Significant 
Figures. 

The first installment of the semi-an- 
nual collection of taxes in the new 
county of Riverside became delinquent 
after November 22 last. It was ex- 
pected that a large per cent. of the 
taxes would become delinquent, as the 
taxes for the first year must be col- 
lected to cover eighteen months’ ex- 
penses, and the failure to realize any 
profit upon the orange crop for two 
years past, the general depression in 
business this fall, and especially the 
failure of the Riverside Banking Com- 
pany, through which a large part of 
the money of the county, particularly 
of the orange-growers of this valley, 
was locked up, it was thought would 
produce such a scarcity of money that 
taxes would go unpaid. But the 
promptness with which the taxes have 
been paid, noticeably in the cities and 
towns, has been an agreeable surprise 
to the new county. The per cent. of 
the first half paid and unpaid, and the 
per cent. of the second half paid in the 
principal places are as follows:
